Farmers’ Unions Present Brief 


OTTAWA, Feb. 15th — Meeting 
with members of the federal cabinet 
here today, the Interprovincial Farm 
Union Council presented some two 
dozen requests, almost all of them 
dealing with the agricultural industry. 
J. L. Phelps of Saskatoon, council 
president, headed the delegation. 


Among major requests, proposals 
and observations were the following: 


(1.) Suport asked in helping farm 
organizations to set ‘up producer 
marketing board for livestock, under 
provincial legislation where available, 
with national board ultimate goal; 


(2,) Board of inquiry into all aspects 
of livestock industry, particularly 
price spreads; (3.) Early agricultural 
conference to map out overall agri- 
cultural and marketing program and 
policy; (4.) Exploration by Federal 
Government of possibilities of barter 
trading and convertibility of sterling; 
(5.) Guaranteed prices for agricultural 
products sold in Canada; -(6,) Inde- 
pendent commission to enquire into 
handling of grain, from country 
elevator to consumer; (7.)

M AJOR DECISIONS of the 


Western Stock Grow- 

ers’ Association, in 
annual session in High River 
last week, included the _ en- 
dorsement of a plan to set up 
a Canadian Meat Council, to be 
supported by a five cent volun- 
tary levy on all cattle market- 
ed in Canada (and later on 
sheep and pigs); and opposi- 
tion to the setting up of pro- 
ducer marketing boards. 


Both Decisions Unanimous 

The vote on the Meat Council pro- 
posals, now far advanced, was unani- 
mous, following a detailed explana- 
tion of its purposes. The resolution 
rejecting the principle of marketing 
boards was also carried without op- 
position, though with.a light vote. It 
is in accordance with the established 
policy. The opinion was ° expressed 
that such ‘boards are undemocratic 
and infringe the rights of. the. indi- 
vidual. 

Financing Meat Council 

In supporting the Meat Council 
plan, the meeting went on record in 
the following terms: “That this orga- 
nization favor a producer deduction 
of five cents per head for the purpose 
of building a fund from which a na- 
tional body appropriately constituted, 
and including the council of beef pro- 
ducers, will conduct an expanded pro- 
gram of public relations and product 
promotion.” 

High River Features Occasion 

The civic authorities and voluntary 
organizations of High River, with Nan- 
ton equally interested, contributed 
greatly to the success of the event, 
which was attended by several hund- 
red delegates froni all parts of West- 
ern Canada. 

Long a centre of the ranching and 
farming industry for one of the pro- 
vince’s areas, (the foothills area of 
Nanton and High River has been de- 
scribed as “the cradle of the ranching 
industry”), High River also has the 
deserved reputation of being in the 
forefront among progressive com- 
munities.

A.F.A. NOTES

A.F.A. Presentation to 
Alberta Cabinet 


—On Friday, February 5th, the 
Directors of the A.F.A. met with the 
provincial cabinet and submitted the 
resolutions from the annual meeting 
that dealt with provincial matters. 
This is an annual conference with the 
Cabinet members and it can be said 
that discussions at this time are help- 
ful to the directors and we believe of 
assistance to the Cabinet Ministers. 

This year the submission included 
sixteen resolutions. Some of these 
were expressions of support for pre- 
sent legislation, for example, our re- 
quest that legislation prohibiting the 
coloring of margarine any shade of 
butter be maintained. Others asked 
for study or consideration of some 
problems, as in the case of buying 
stations we asked the Department of 
Agriculture to determine the import- 
ance and usefulness of these buying 
stations to the livestock industry. 
Many producers feel they are costly 
and only a duplication of services, 

Our resolution dealing with crop 
insurance asked for assistance in 
making a more thorough and com- 
plete study of this question. We also 
solicited some assistance to make our 
Farm Radio Forum program more ef- 
fective, 


Water Authority Opposed 


A lengthy resolution dealing with 
the Great Plains water authority met 
with opposition on the grounds that 
Alberta should not release control by 
the province, as suggested in the re- 
solution, 

The Federation stand on labor dis- 
putes, which is in support of com- 
pulsory arbitration and settlement, 
met with considerable interest. While

For the first time in C.F.A. history, the annual gathering of the 


Canadian Farmers’ Parliament, at London, Ontario, January 27th, was ad- 
dressed by Canada’s Minister of External Affairs, Hon. Lester Pearson. In 


his address, the former president of 


the United Nations, discussing inter- 


national relations, emphasized the vital necessity of effecting the best kind 
of international co-operation, particularly between U.S. and Canada, in 


resolving problems of trade and other economic affairs. 


In doing so, how-. 


ever, he laid greater stress on the necessity to pursue the over-all task of 
preserving and strengthening peace and security among nations. 

The above picture shows the Minister (centre), greeted by President 
Hannam, of the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, (left) who was elected 
this year for his 14th term as president, and by First Vice-President W. 
J. Parker, of Winnipeg, and Second Vice-President J. A. Marion, of Montreal, 
at the right, who were also re-elected to office. 


A number of highlights of Mr. 
Pearson’s address were published in 
our last issue. The minister further 
Stated: 


the Government cannot see its way 
clear to support this stand, it does 
appreciate the Federation stand- and 
our interest in agriculture’s particular 


problems in relation to strike action... 


Compulsory car insurance, taken

While the Federation’s Number One 
request for marketing legislation was 
again left without any assurance of 
success, the discussion asa whole 
may be considered satisfactory.

A.F.A,. Board Meeting — The Feder- 
ation Board meeting was held follow- 
ing the presentation to the provincial 
cabinet. The question of finance was 
one of the major items on the agenda, 
The Federation experienced a deficit 
of over a thousand dollars in 1953, 
and is faced with increased expenses 
this year, including a $700 increase 
to the Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture. The work of the Federation 
on both provincial and national levels 
seems to be growing more demanding 
each year, We are being asked and 
expected to function on this and that 
committee, to study various questions 
and to report our findings. For 
example, on the provincial level we 
have Experimental Farm Committees, 
we have a Crop Insurance Committee, 
and are now setting up a committee 
to work with the F,U.A, committee to 
study the functions of these two or- 
ganizations and ways and means of 
developing liaison, This work is all 
important and yet takes money to 
carry out, The Board therefore, is 
asking the Federation member or- 
ganizations to consider higher as- 
sessments or upward ‘revision of 
membership used as a basis for as- 
sessment, 


Mr. Frey’s Resignation 
The Board received and accepted 


the’ resignation from the Board of 


Jake Frey of Arneson, Mr, Frey was 


director representing farm supplies, 


“We naturally hope that (U.S.) 
policies and the arrangements which 
the U.S.A. will make for disposing of 
existing agricultural surpluses will 
help and not hinder the creation of 
conditions throughout the world in 
which both consumption and econo- 
mically sound production will be en- 
couraged. 

“None of us want to see food pro- 
duction curtailed or surplus food des- 
troyed when there are so many 
hungry people to be fed. Indeed, as 
long as these people remain hungry 
there can’t be such a thing as ‘sur- 
plus’ except in the economic sense. 
All our humanitarian and social in- 
stincts rebel at a policy of contrived 
scarcity and food. destruction. 

“Not in Interests of Underfed” 


“It is not in the interests of the 
underfed, however, to have temporary 
surpluses of food created in some 
countries by means. which involve re- 
strictions on the exports, and hence 
ultimately on the output, of OTHER 
producing countries. Nor is it in their 
interests to have ‘surpluses’ distribut- 
ed in a manner which will disorganize 
markets and thus reduce production 
elsewhere. These are not the ways 
to bring about a real and dependable 
increase in the world’s supplies of 
food.” 


Mr, Frey, in presenting his resigna- 
tion, recommended the appointment 
of Geonge E. Church to take his place. 
The Board accepted this reeommenda- 
tion and have appointed Mr. Church 
to fill the vacancy.

Look. Ahead in Field 


of F arming Practice

Discussion of subjects of wide 
general interest in the West featured 
a recent meeting of the Agricultural 
Institute of Canada (Calgary Branch), 
Three members well-known in the 
agricultural field in the Province 
formed a panel to lead the discussion 
on the topic, “Agriculture Looks 
Ahead in the Field of Application.” 

Fred Bell, Calgary District Agricul- 
turist, led off dealing with the sub- 
jects of Soil and conservation. 

Decries Growing Inferior Varieties 

“Field crops provide more than half 
the direct cash income of farmers in 
Alberta,” said Mr, Bell. For the 
future he said Alberta farmers had 
to keep crop quality high. He de- 
cried the growing of inferior wheat 
varieties such as Red Bobs and Gar- 
net, 

Dealing with conservation; Mr, Bell 
said that erosion was one of the 
greatest threats to Canada’s welfare, 
Many single crop farmers continue to 
mine their land, rather than adopting 
a permanent cropping rotation 
system, he added. 

Farming Must Become More Intense 

Dealing with the future of agricul- 
tural engineering and irrigation, R. H. 
Cooper of Olds said that the trend 
to greater mechanization will likely 
continue, He said that as the popu- 
lation of western Canada_ grows, 
farming will have to become more 
intense to produce the 
quantities,“ and farms will become 
smaller, He also voiced the opinion 
that a knowledge of farm manage- 
ment was a vital need for Alberta 
farmers. There should be a farm 
management. department, he _ sug- 
gested, at the University of Alberta. 

Hector McDonald, a_ Crossfield 
farmer, dealt with livestock and 
forage, “Research is the mind of to- 
morrow rather than the mind of 
yesterday,” he said. The farmer of 
the future in Alberta must pay at- 
tention to the findings of research to 
carry on a successful business, de- 
clared Mr, McDonald. 


Trebles Beef Production per Acre 

One research, finding which he is 
personally applying at his Crossfield 
farm, Mr, MeDonald described as: 
mixed grass crop forage. Mr. Mc- 
Donald remarked that he was able 
at Crossfield to produce three times 
as much beef per acre from a grass- 
legume mixture as he was from grass

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FARM SURPLUSES 


Because their own economic well-being is 
to a great extent dependent upon interna- 
tional trade influences, farmers of the prairie 
provinces of Canada tend to be “internation- 
ally minded.” 

For this reason, among others, the broad- 
cast of the National Farm Radio Forum on 


Monday of this week must have proved of 


exceptional value to all our farm people. The 
fact that the president of the Canadian Fed- 
eration of Agriculture, Dr. Hannam, and the 
president of the Alberta Federation, Roy C. 
Marler, were participants, gave added interest 
to the program. . : 


It is clear that the problem of distributing 


food surpluses to the “have not” regions of. 


the world cannot be solved by the farmers 
alone. The cost of the contribution of the 
wealthier nations to the achievement of world 
Stability through the raising of living stand- 
ards in lands where standards of living are 
primitive must be borne by all classes of citi- 
zens — by the peoples of the well- to-do na- 
tions as a whole. 

To achieve this end was the objective of 
Lord Boyd-Orr, when he sought to endow the 
Food and Agriculture Organization of the Un- 
ited Nations with wide powers. That is what 
the International Federation of Agricultural 
Producers wishes to see ~chieved through an 
International Commodity Clearing House. 

Miss Florence Reynolds, F.A.O. information 
officer for North America, had some pertinent 
things to say on this subject at the recent an- 
nual convention of the Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture in London, in an address which 
was one of the highlights of the public ses- 
sions. It does no good, she said, for the farmer 
to produce food, if that food cannot be eaten 
by hungry people who need it. 

“F.A.O.,”” Miss Reynolds pointed out, ‘‘is 
the only organization the world ever had for 
the purpose of bringing governments together 
to talk about food, and to organize co-opera- 
tive effort through which governments can 
work “together for food and agriculture. 

“In democracies, governments do not lead, 
they follow. We must tell our governments 
what we want them to do, because they must 
work for us. The C.F.A, has the responsibility 
of prodding the Canadian government to take 
the action it should in the councils of F.A.O.

“Surpluses are the amount of food above 
what you can use and which you can not move, 
forthwith, into a market that will pay us. 
There are consumers ready and eager to eat 
up all the food that Canadian and U.S. pro- 


ducers can graw; but many of these potential 


consumers cannot buy our food because they 
have no dollars. They have no dollars because 
they have no jobs that pay them dollars. They 
have no such dollar-paying jobs because they 
are not equipped to make things which we will 
accept in trade for the surplus food we have.”

BARRIERS TO GOODWILL 

Perhaps the greatest obstacle to goodwill 
and understanding between the leading demo- 
cratic nations of the world is not to be found in 
the personality and methods of Senator 
McCarthy himself — serious as that obstacle 
is — but in the campaign now being carried 
on in some widely read American publications 
against the trade policies of the allies of the 
United States, 

For instance, the Saturday Evening Post 
calls upon Secretary Dulles to exert pressure 
upon the United Kingdom to curtail trade with 
the Chinese mainland, which Britain needs as 
much as China does. The Post omits to state 
that total United States trade with China last 
year exceeded that of the United: Kingdom — 
though it was all one way. 

The U.S. sold nothing to China, but aca. 
value of her imports of China’s products was 
greater than the total of all British export and 
import trade with that country combined. The 
dollars earned by Peking through sales to U.S. 
were spent largely in West.Germany, thus en- 
hancing the power of the West Germans to 
buy in the dollar market. 

The Post does not record the fact, either, 
that Japan — which is amenable to U. S. influ- | 
ence — never ceased to trade with China, even 
during the Korean war. 

The subject of trade across the Iron Cur- 
tain is a difficult and complex one; but in the 
face of the actualities, which are presented by 
Joseph C. Harsch in the Christian Science’ 
Monitor, the Post's campaign amacks | more 
than a little of hypocrisy. :

position as a whole. 
World Population Growing Faster 


“For the first time since 1939,” said 
Mr. Cameron, quoting authenticated 
Statistics, “though as yet insecurely, 
production of food on a global basis 
caught up with the growth of world 
population.” Yet, he added, “if ap- 
parent surpluses in some areas re- 
tard production, results could be ser- 
ious because world population will 
continue to increase at an accelerated 
rate, and it is now 17 to 20 per cent 
greater than pre-war.” 

The speaker quoted a_ well- 
known authority, A. W. Marsden, 
director of the Commonwealth 
Bureau of Dairy Science, to the ef- 
fect that if Canada does not pro- 
duce enough milk for domestic re- 
quirements, and contemplates the 
purchase of dairy products from 
other countries, then it is “doubtful 
if Canada could be sure of being 
able to obtain extra dairy require- 
ments from abroad in ten or twenty 
years. . 

Production Increase in 1953 

“Because of the ravages of war, it 
was a natural consequence that, fol- 
lowing the cessation of hostilities, 
milk cow numbers and production of 
milk would increase in many coun- 
tries that have been overrun by the 
enemy. In 1953, world milk produc- 
tion has been probably 10 to 12 per 
cent above pre-war. volume.” The 
increase was most marked in the 
United Kingdom, Denmark and the 
Netherlands, while New Zealand con- 
tinues to produce at record levels, 
and in 1952 exported more butter, 
cheese and milk powder than -any 
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other country. Australia is recover- 
ing from drought and fires, but, like 
Canada, its rapid increase in popula- 
tion is reducing its volume of export- 
able dairy produce, 

The U.S. increased its production of 
dairy products in 1953, and, “under 
price-support policies, has accumulat- 
ed heavy stocks of butter, cheese and 
milk powder. Canadian production 
increased in 1953; and any surpluses 
are mainly in the form of butter.” 

Mr. Cameron went on to show that 
the per capita consumption of milk 
in liquid form has shown a marked 
increase in most’ of the dairying 
cguntries since the war, amounting, it 
is estimated, to about 12 per cent. In 
consequence there has been a smaller 
percentage of the total milk avail- 
able for manufacturing Purposes. 


Butter Down, Margarine Up 


“Butter consumption in many coun- 
tries is less than pre-war. At the same 
time that of margarine has increased 
by about 37 per cent, this trend be- 
ing most marked in the United States, 
where per capita consumption is 
about half of pre-war (16 down to 8) 
while margarine consumption has 
more than doubled (from 3 to 8 Ibs.). 
In the United Kingdom also butter 
consumption is less than half the pre- 
war level (25 lbs.). 

“Statistics for a group of 18 coun- 
tries show the average decrease in 
consumption now as compared with 
pre-war to be about 12 per cent, or 
a per capita decrease of 2% Ibs. 
Among this group, there are four, — 
New Zealand, the _ Irish Republic, 
Sweden and Belgium — where sub- 
Stantial increases in per capita con- 
sumption have occurred. 


Canada Sixth Largest 
Canada is now the sixth largest 
per capita consumer of butter, the 


first being New Zealand with 439— 


Ibs., followed by the Irish Republic, 
41.2, Australia, 29.5, Sweden 25.8 
Belgium 24.9, Canada 22.1, 


There has been an upward 
world trend is both production and 
consumption of cheese, Mr. Cam- 
eron showed, while condensed milk 
production has _ increased - since 
1938 by about 50 per cent, and 
world output of milk powder has 
also doubled since pre-war days. 


Export trade in milk powder from 
the principal countries concerned is 
now almost seven times as great as 
it was in 1938; and Canada has sixth 
place as an exporting country, 

Canada’s success in developing her 


domestic market, said Mr. Cameron, 


was ‘evidenced by statistics released 
by Foreign Crops and Markets, which 
indicated that per capita consumption 
of all dairy products was. equal in 
1952 to 1,081 lbs. of milk — a total 
exceeded by only New Zealand with 
1,341 lbs, and Sweden with 1,255. For 
Australia the total was 1,041 lbs.; 
for Belgium 991; Denmark 905; 
Western Germany 671; Holland 626. 
“If the domestic market for dairy 
products in Canada were curtailed, 
the cause would likely be a decrease 
in the purchasing power of consumers, 
In the past this has been accompanied 
by an increase in milk’ production, 
with producers of milk forced to place 
a greater reliance on export markets 
which usually offer lower prices than 
the home market.” — W, C. Cameron, 
of marketing service in the federal 
department of agriculture,

U.K. Exports to N. America 

LONDON, Eng, — U.K. exports to 
North America in 1953 were 14 per 
cent above those for the previous 
year, the greater increase being in 
goods shipped to Canada, © 
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market, selling was not diffi- 
cult. It would be a great mis- 
take, it is pointed out, to im- 
agine that we need not bother 
about quality in this country. 

This will be clearly shown 
next fall and in days following, 
when the supply of hogs is up: 
Our comfortable position will 
be gone. There is a growing 
awareness about, this, and 
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while there still appears to be 
the drawback of too large a 
percentage of low quality hogs 
and sows being used for breed- 
ing purposes, general interest 
is due for a sharp revival. 


Efforts Across the Border 


Across the border it is be- 
coming mare difficult for farm- 
ers to market hogs that are too 
fat. A great effort is being 
made along the present Cana- 
dian lines to develop lean hogs, 
The United States is trying to 
get different strains of good 
meaty hogs. The American 
department of agriculture has 
now a grading system in opera- 
tion, where the grading is done 
among live hogs and where it 
is hoped that this system will 
be closely followed in the car- 
casses. Everything is -being 
done to increase the number of 
lean hogs. 

There are still many high 
grade hogs in Canada. Last 
summer a number of these 
were sold in Alberta for export. 
Canadian farmers know how to 
produce the highest type of 
pork. The need of establishing 
and retaining a high standard 
of production, it is hoped, will 
be realized. i. 
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Prospects for Dairyman in Current Year Surveyed 
By GILBERT MACMILLAN, President, Dairy Farmers of Canada~: 


A real threat to our whole dairy industry is 
the presence on our domestic market of a cheap 


dairy substitute, made 


largely from imported 


_ vegetable oils, nearly half of which come in free 
of duty. The competition of this product has 
lowered our per capita consumption of butter by 


about eight pounds. 


If definite steps can be 


taken to regain about thirty per cent of this lost 
market, we would be in a fairly sound posi- 


tion 


The rising stocks of butter can be a 


real threat by 1955, when a new floor price will 
have to be worked out with the Government. 


Other Substitute Products 

Our position in relation to 
the inroads of substitute pro- 
ducts into other branches of 
the industry is a good deal 
better now than a year ago. I 
take this opportunity of ex- 
pressing our thanks tothe Pro- 


vincial Governments for the 
support they gave the dairy 
industry last spring.’ For the 
present, I think we should wait 
and see how these new regula- 
tions work out before pressing 
for anything further. We must, 
however, remain alert and be 
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determined to¥resist any move 
to weaken them. 


Better Public Relations 


As in 1951 and 1952, a major 
effort of your organization has 
been through your publicity 
program to impress on the 
Canadian people the food value 
of dairy products and the im- 
portance of the dairy industry 
to the economic welfare of the 
country. This a long-term pro- 
ject and to some the progress 
may appear slow, but we now 
know that we are making pro- 
gress. 

The contest for your share 
of the consumer’s food budget 
is becoming Keener every year, 
and without this program, we 
might definitely have lost 
ground. Our public relations 
releases are designed to im- 
press on the Canadian people 
three things; the extent to 
which the dairy industry cov- 
ers all Canada, the power of 
the dairy industry for creating 


“permanence in rural life, and 


the relationship of workers in 
industry with the welfare of 
rural people. 

The fundamental research 
work started a year ago in co- 
operation with the National 
Dairy Council, the Associated 
Milk Foundations and_ the 
Dairy Industry Suppliers Asso- 
ciation is progressing, . 


Quality. Producers’ Aim 
It would appear that produc- 


ing enough dairy products to 


supply the domestic needs in 
1954 is well within our capac- 
ity.

In this issue, I should like -to give 
you a few of our own observations 
about the meeting in Hamilton, and 
about some other interesting exper- 
iences of mine while I was in the 
East as one of your representatives.

Duty of National Policy Committee 

Your C.A.D.P. president had the 
honor of being chosen a member of 
the national policy committee. The 
duty: of this committee is to take 
the recommendations of the different 
commodity groups — butter, whole 
milk, cheese and the concentrated 
milk, and, as stated, formulate a 
policy based upon all these and co- 
ordinating them. 

At the convention, nothing was 
spared to make our visit a pleasant 
one. The Province of Ontario, the 
County of Wentworth and the Hamil- 
ton Dairy Producers all did everything 
in their power to ensure that the oc- 
casion will be one to be remembered 
for many years, and in this they fully 
succeeded. 

Our Visit to Niagara 

You may like to learn about some 
of the places we saw while we were 
in the East. On the Monday of the 
week during which the convention 
was to be held, three lange buses with 
close to 110 men and women started 
on a trip to Niagara Falls. After view- 
ing these wonderful falls from differ- 
ent angles, we drove to the new pro- 
ject now- under construction, “The Sir 
Adam Beck Niagara Generation Sta- 
tion No. 2.” We ate our dinner in

on this great construction job. 

Afterwards, Mr. Saunders, Hydro’s 
Chairman, explained what they hoped 
to do by digging two tunnels 5% 
miles long. The intake will be two 
miles above the falls, and will be as 
far as 330 feet below the city, Mr. 
Saunders. explained. It will be able 
to carry 15 million gallons of water 
a minute. When completed the new 
project will have a capacity of 1,828,- 
000 horse-power. 

At one point we stopped close to 
the end of the tunnel and the power 
house. We went out on a large plat- 
form which our friend told us was 
300 feet above the gorge. The river 
flowed at a rate of 22 miles per hour 
and was 90 feet deep. We returned 
to Hamilton at 6 p.m. 

We Meet Interesting Young Folks 

On Monday evening Mr. Merriet, 
provincial agriculturist for Wentworth 
County, invited Alex Ross (of Du- 
hamel — a director and _ secretary 
of our C.A.D.P. Board) — and your 
humble servant to attend a meeting 
in Watertown. This meeting was held 
in the high school, and most of those 
attending were bright rural young 
folks, They meet once a week. There 
are classes in woodwork, welding, 
sewing, art, public speaking, and ‘farm 
management. We had the pleasure 
of meeting a number of people and 
speaking to three of the groups. 

Our next stop was at a lovely farm 
just out of Hamilton. After we had 
spent a pleasant hour with the fam- 
ily, our host asked us to see his nice 
herd of 47 Holsteins, and we saw his 
electric barn cleaner in action. 

Electric Barn Cleaners 

This cleaned the ‘barn in 17 min- 
utes and loaded the manure on a 
spreader located outside the barn. Our 
district agriculturist told us there are 
only four farms at the present time 
in Ontario with this equipment. That’s 
“30” for our Monday’s program, as 
the printers say — actually the day 
ended at 1 a.m. Tuesday for us. 

Visit Steel Plant and I.H.C. 


On Tuesday morning at 9:30 we left 
the hotel by bus and drove to see the 
Steel Company of Canada. We saw 
the blast furnaces, the coke ovens, 
how the steel goes through the rollers, 
etc. We were also given special 


moderate prices, 
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glasses which we had to wear for our 
own protection. Our trip through the 
steel plant will be a vivid memory for 
years to come. 

At 2 p.m. on Tuesday, the buses 
took us to the plant of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company. First we 
were shown the twine department; 
we saw the hemp as it is when it is 
imported, the different processes it 
goes through, and the finished pro- 
duct as we know it in Alberta. 

Then we broke up into groups of 
ten, and each group had a guide who 
gave explanations to the members of 
the groups. We saw the making of 
seed drills. The most interesting part 
to us was the painting and drying 
time required to dry — an average of 
five minutes. This completed another 
interesting day. 

One Other Trip 

I must mention one other trip that 
Mr. and Mrs. Ross and Mrs. Wood and 
I were able to enjoy while in Ontario. 
We were taken to Simcoe, and were 
shown there how the cans,: like those 
we use — or will be using shortly— 
are made. After our drive through 
a nice part of Ontario on Saturday 
morning we left for Detroit for a visit 
over the week-end, before returning 
to attend the C.F.A. meeting, which 
was in |the week. following. 

I need not discuss our Dairy Farm- 
ers’ Convention at length, or the an- 
nual meeting of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, as extensive re- 
ports have appeared in The Western 
Farm Leader, in our own section and 
elsewhere. Some other features will 
be dealt with in other parts of this 
issue.

While it is smart news to learn that 
our 1953 butter .production (301,916,- 
000 pounds) was 21 million pounds 
ahead of the 1952 ‘make’, it seems 
to me that there is no: ground for 
complacency? I tend to measure the 
fact that we are now, apparently, at 
the 20 pounds per capita per year 
butter-consumption level, as against 
a fraction under 30 pounds as re- 
cently as 1947. Moreover, an item in 
my clipping-book (Western Farm 
Leader Oct, 3rd, 1952) intimates that 
“The biggest users of dairy products 
are the Irish — they have an average 
consumption of 1,388 pounds of milk 
and. over 40 pounds of butter a year”.

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Dear Farm Women: 


There are, probably many = times 
when the people of this generation 
rather pride themselves that they are 
more broad-minded than their fore- 
bears. They feel their interests are 
very wide and that the world has 
grown very small. They enumerate 
the world organizations there are, not 
only of governmental bodies but of 
agricultural, coroperatives, etc. They 
comment on how small the world 
seems today; that instead of it being 
a matter of weeks and months to 
bridge some distances, today they are 
connected in a few hours /or days by 
plane. And all of thes¢ things are 


_very true and very much to the good. 


But sometimes, does it not seem 
that what are comparatively trivial 
subjects which directly affect us at 
home, figure much more prominently 
in the thoughts and in the conversa- 
tion of the “average citizen’’? 


Problems Besetting the World 


Today, for instance, how vital the 
problems that are _ besetting the 
world! Yet it is quite safe to say a 
few minutes on the headlines and a 
few minutes at the radio with short 
comments possibly afterwards is about 
all the time we as individuals devote 
to these subjects. There is not much 
voicing of our opinions, not much at- 
tempt to help mould public opinion, 
if not for the present time, then for 
the immediate future, 

But let another topic which con- 
cerns us all as a nation come up, but 
one which is comparatively a minor 
one, and that is the topic very much 
to the fore! Comment is made on it 
by many of those otherwise silent on 
public affairs. I think I can instance 
two Canadian ones to illustrate my 
statement. 


‘No Pre-Election Year Risk 


I refer to the subject of the mem- 
bers of the Canadian Parliament rais- 
ing their own salaries and to the in- 
creasing of the cost of the postage 
stamp from four to five cents. First

and foremost, I suppose we can 
gather there is not to be an election 
this coming year — a petty irritation 
has swamped many a public or per- 
sonal plan, so there is no use waiting 
until the pre-election year and run- 
ning any risk. 

It is quite true that very probably 
there are some very clever, very able 
people who have refused to run for 
Parliament because it had not as 
great financial prospects as the build- 
ing up of some business or profes- 
sional career. It is probably just as 
true that there are as many in Parlia- 
ment who are getting a sure yearly 
income up to, if not exceeding, what 
they had elsewhere. 


Indemnity Not Total Picture 


And, as one of the radio speakers 
pointed out the other night, the an- 
nual salary of $6,000.00, $2,000.00 of 
which is tax free, has been far from 
the total financial picture. The rail- 
way passes for the member and for 
his family are a tremendous asset in 
this cauntry of long distances; the 
Stationery, the free correspondence, 
all contribute to make for a most 
happy addition to life. The new 
salaries are $10,000, with $2,000 tax 
free. 

The uncertainty of the duration of 
the time when this will be his lot in 
life, is, of course a detriment in 
weighing occupations from the finan- 
cial angle. I am speaking, of course, 
of the members of Parliament. The 
method of selection of members of 
the Senate, appointed as today for 
party political service rendered, and 
for “the duration’, seems to me inde- 
fensible. > 

But there always seems to me to 
be another asset in the life of a 
member of Parliament. If the man 
has a wide sense of public service 
and wishes to further action which 
he considers in the interest of his 
fellow man, than the great satisfac- 
tion of feeling he has made direct 
contribution to that end must be one 
of the greatest rewards he can have 
for his work. 


Surely There’s a Better Way! 
And as for the increase of, the let- 
ter-rate! Surely, surely a better way 


could be found to raise the national 
income! In a sense, a cheap: postage 


stamp is one of the strongest links 


in knitting the ends of a country to- 
Could not a different type of 
income _tax be found? Possibly the 
fact that Members of Parliament will 
not suffer as do others, made brains 
a bit sluggish! ( When Parliament is 
in session, correspondence of members 
is franked — and no postage is re- 
quired on letters addressed to mem- 
bers at the House of Parliament.)

OT only in her own province of Ontario; but armas at 
the country, and not only among farm people but among 
all Canadians, there must have been countless men and 


women who felt a sense of loss on hearing of the death of 


Agnes Macphail, on Saturday, 


February 13th. She was Can- 


ada’s first woman member of Parliament; she was known as 
the champion of many underdogs; she had a well deserved 


reputation as a public speaker 
An Ontario Farm Girl 


Agnes Cameron Macphail was born 
on an Ontario farm on March 24th, 
1890. Her parents were both Scottish. 
She was brought up on the farm, 
went to high school and Normal 
School, and taught in country schools 
in Ontario. She became deeply in- 
terested in the Ontario farm move- 
ment which was gaining’ strength 
rapidly under the leadership of the 
late J. J. Morrison, 

To Be Interested Was to Act 

In her case, to be seriously interest- 
ed meant to become an active work- 
er — and a very able worker. The 
mark she made as a worker in the 
farm movement can be gauged from 
the fact that, in the Ontario of over 
thirty years ago, in 1921, she, a 
woman and a young woman, was 
nominated as U.F.O. candidate in the 
constituency of Grey South East, and 
was elected. She was re-elected in 
successive elections, holding the seat 
until 1940, when she was defeated by 
Walter Harris, now Minister of 
Fisheries, She took an active part in 
the. creation of the Co-operative 
Commonwealth Federation, She 
served in the Ontario Legislature from 
1943 to 1945, and again from 1948 to 
1951. 

The last years of her life, un- 
happily, were clouded by ill health, 
and, for a time, by strained circum- 


stances. 
First Woman Member of Parliament 


Miss Macphail was in many ways 
a pioneer. She once remarked that 
it would have been more fair if not 
herself but some woman who-~ had 
long worked for women’s suffrage 
had won the honor of being the first 
woman M.P. in Canada. But in her 
years of public service she fought for 
women’s rights, In a very fine tribute 
in “Capital Report” on Sunday, Anne 
Francis referred to Miss Macphail’s 
efforts as an important factor in 
securing “equal pay for equal work” 
legislation in Ontario. 


During many years she worked side. 


by side with Alberta’s fine group of 
representatives at Ottawa the 
U.F.A. Members — for she was inte- 
rested chiefly in the great social 
questions of the day which concerned 
people,-men as well as women. 
“Little Sister of the U.F.A.” 

E. J. Garland, introducing Miss 
Macphail on an occasion when she 
was to give an address to an annual 
convention of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, spoke of her as the “little 
sister of the U.F.A.” She was a hand- 
some woman, built on a rather large

Pattern of Trade Changing 


‘The pattern of the world’s wheat 
trade has changed considerably since 
prewar days, Whereas Europe former- 
ly took about three-quarters of all 
wheat entering international trade, it 
now takes about one-half. Asia, be 
fore the last war, took only 10 per 
cent of all exports but .because of a 
continuous rice shortage is now tak- 
ing about 25 per cent, The demand 
for wheat in Africa is also much 
larger now than before the last war. 

Export trade,‘too, has shown mark- 
ed changes, In prewar days Canada 
was the world’s largest wheat ex- 
porter. Last year it regained that 
position after having given way to 
the United States since the end of 
World War II. In the 1934-38 period, 
exports of wheat from the United 
States amounted to less than half of 
those from Australia or Argentina, 
but in the immediate postwar years 
were four times as great as Australia’s 
exports and six times as large as 
those from Argentina. 

In the 1934-38 period other coun- 


‘tries, principally those in the Danube 


Basin, supplied about one-fifth of the 
world’s wheat exports but now that 
figure has dropped to about one- 
tenth,

Harold Fry of Winnipeg, editor of 
The Country Guide and past president 
of the Agricultural Institute of Can-

Policy is Favored by 


Union Conference 


Farm Unions’ Sponsored Gath- 
ering Considers Better Mar- 
keting Plan for Livestock 


“After considerable argu- 
ment the advocates of provin- 
cial boards won out,” an- 
nounces Henry Young, presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Union of 
Alberta, reporting on a recent 
conference sponsored, by the 
Farm Unions and held in Sas- 
katoon. The purpose of the 
conference was to “try and 
reach agreement on plans for 
a better system of marketing 
livestock,” and it-was well at- 
tended in spite of very cold 


weather. 
Error Is Corrected 

Through an error in reporting, Mr. 
Young pointed out, a statement op- 
posing any proposal for a producer 
marketing board had been attributed 
to George Winkelaar of the A.L.C., 
instead of to Emil Cammaert of 
Rockyford, who informed the confer- 
ence early in the proceedings that 
he represented the Western Stock 
Growers’ Association, and had instruc- 
tions to vote against any such. pro- 
posals. 

“The great majority at the con- 


ference were in favor of some kind 


of livestock marketing board. The 
main point at issue was whether they 
should aim at a federal marketing 
board or start by organizing provincial 
boards first in Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan. It was recognized that Al- 
berta would have to be left out of 
the picture for the present until ade- 
quate marketing legislation is secured 
there. in 

Nollett Advances Federal Board 

“The chief advocate of a Federal 
Board was Hon. I. C. Nollett, minister 
of agriculture for Saskatchewan, who 
argued that only a national setup 
could control the marketing situation. 
He was opposed by Mr. Schulz, presi- 
dent of the M.F.U., who contended 
that it would take too long to get 
a national board and action was need- 
ed now. Mr. Schulz bolstered his case 
by offering to produce a plan for im- 
mediate action along provincial lines.” 

After the discussion favoring pro- 


’ vincial boards Mr. Schulz’s plan drawn 


up for Manitoba, was considered, and 
it was decided that this plan should 
be further discussed in the two pro- 
vinces at meetings called for that pur- 
pose. 

“It was recognized,” states Presi- 
dent Young, “that this problem of 
livestock marketing in Western Can- 


ada will be difficult to work out with- © 


out Alberta. However, the producers 
from other provinces felt that they 
should make a start with the job. 
Further developments will depend 
upon the way the livestock producers 
rally round the idea in their respec- 
tive provinces.”
